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Elakshi Thakore and her troupe of Nritya Bharati dancers from Ahmedabad, 
India, will perform Indian classical and folk dances at a free program 
in the Gartner Auditorium of the Cleveland Museum of Art on Tuesday, 
November 9, at 8:00 p.m. 

Mrs. Thakore, who teaches at several universities in India, will perform 
here with one of her former students, Vishakha Walker, who is now on the 
Museum's education staff. Mrs. Walker has become a familiar figure in 
the galleries of Indian sculpture, where she often performs for museum 
visitors the dances that accompany religious worship and ceremony in her 
native India, 

Chief musician of the group is Guru Shri K. ’Tanjorekar, a descendant of 
one of the original six families of South India who taught classical 
dance and continued the traditions that originated in that region 2500 
years ago. Guru Tanjorekar, who was one of Mrs. Thakore's teachers, is 
coming from Paris to join the troupe on its American and Canadian tour. 

Other former students of Mrs. Thakore's among the performers include 
Jayashri Shah, who studied at the University of Michigan on an exchange 
scholarship, and Mrs. Chitra Mehta, who now teaches classical dance in 
New York.
